Woodchoppina; in Pprlnj;. 

It is too hard work to do much chop¬ 
ping after warm weather comes, while 
in zero weather the exercise of swing¬ 
ing the ax and bringing down the tree 
is rather a delight than otherwise. Bm 
after the s.ap starts In the trees it i.s 
easier to chop or split them than In 
midwinter. A very knotty and tongh 
tree may therefore be left standing un¬ 
til nature hn,s filled It full of sap. 
tbongli the wood will dry out slowly. 
If beech wood Is cut while full of sap It 
must be kept under shelter, for If ex¬ 
posed to rains water will soak In as fast 
as the sap dries out. Spring is the 
worst time of year to cut wood and 
have It kept wet, and the abundance 
of sap it contains Is probably the rea- 
-soii. .Most timber will keep best if cut 
in .Tilly or August while the tree is in 
leaf. The leaves continue to evaporate 
moisture after the tree is down, and 
this soon makes the wood dry.

GOLD IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Nativea Sell It Freely at from l$ti to 
$IO an Ounce. 

An interesting letter has been re¬ 
ceived from K. C. Haiuill, who is mak¬ 
ing u tour of the world, and has been 
sightseeing and prospecting In the Phil¬ 
ippines for several nioiitlis. Mr. Il.Hmill, 
tvritiiig from Manihli .says: 

“I have lieeii constantly on the look¬ 
out for news of gold prospects in the 
ii.terlor. .A friend of mine, who has 
lieen out prosiieetliig, tells me tliat in 
some of Hie remote districts tlie natives 
know wliere Hiere is gold and sell it for 
$:’. to $10 an outu-e. When Hie natives 
are paeith-d or subdued I am going back 
with tills Ilian into Hie interior, and 1 
am prepared to buy all Hie gold offi-red 
at these prices. 1 do not believe there 
Is a country on earth that presents bet¬ 
ter opportiuilHes at iireseiit for a young 
Ilian than the Pliillpiiines. Tlie gold 
exelteiiient, in my opinion, will exceed 
that over Hie Klondike, witli no liard- 
sliips to eonti'ud wlHi. Many of Hie 
volunteers would like to locate here, 
and if they can lie dlsehargt-tl here witli 
travel pay to their liomes. wliieli 
amounts to nliout $500, lots of iheni will 
stay, for this amount will lie a good 
slake in this country.“ 

Fay Fietleld, of Battery A. Alger 
I.iglit Artillery, writing from .Manila, 
says: 

“Gold lias lieen found tilong tlie 
streams in tlio outskirts of Manila. The 
natives bring lii Imih placer and quartz 
gold. Tliey say tliere Is plenty of it in 
the interior, but that they don’t know 
how to work it. Tlie natives have 
brought rook into Nlaulla that fairly 
glittered with goUl, and have also 
brought in coarse pitn-es of plaeer gold, 
wlileb they claim they got along Hie 
creeks. It is sucli exhibits as these that 
have started a miners’ union in Manila. 
Several old miners in the Montana regi¬ 
ment starteil the ball rolling, and. 
though the membership is small at 
present, every day adds new members 
to the roll. It is safe to say If Uuole 
Sam musters us out here one-fourth of 
tbe Wyoming and Montana men will 
remain and try to locate a second Klon¬ 
dike.”

Rearaftinu Yoiinit Orchant*. 

It sometimes happens that the farmer 
flnds even before bis orchard gets to 
bearing that a large part of tlie trees 
are of varieties that will not give lilui 
much profit. ITegrafHng to belter .sorts 
is a very laborious and expensive proc¬ 
ess if tlie trees have grown to nearly 
bearing size, because so many grafts 
must be set to make an even liend. A 
few sprouts may be left below the 
grafts to draw the sap, but they must 
be cut away as soon as the grafts get 
to growing. A better way is to take a 
few years to do the grafting, putting 
in two or three grafts each spring, un¬ 
til Hie entire head is changed. So much 
cutting away of the top wood will 
cause many sprouts to start. These 
must be destroyed as fast as they ap¬ 
pear, rubbing them off while the green 
shoot can be removed with the thumb 
and finger.

How to Set a Hen. % 

Very few people know how to set a 
hen proiM-rly. In the first place, re¬ 
member that you can’t make lier set if 
slie doesn’t want to. Cut a barrel in 
two in the middle; then cut out one or 
two staves, so that when it is Stood on 
its end there will be plenty of room for 
the hen to pass in and out. Ifiace the 
barrel on the ground, with the beaderl 
end up, and then scoop out the earth 
to .a ooneiive shaiie apd jiiit in a very 
little line hay, and the nest Is ready 
for the eggs. If it Is not convenient to 
put the barrel on the ground, a grass 
sod placed underneath the nest will 
answer. It is best to place the hen on 
a few glass or worthless eggs at first, 
as she may not take kindly to the nest 
you have prepared for her. Place her 
on the nest after dark and she will get 
accustomed to It through the night. If 
she seems Inclined to set after this, she 
may be given the eggs which are In¬ 
tended to lie hatched. If the hen is 
allowetl to leave lier nest every day a 
small coop may be placed in front of 
the liarrel. and then she will be sure to 
retuni to nest. She should always 
have plenty of food. If the above di¬ 
rections are followed and the eggs are 
well fertilized, a good brood of ebickens 
may be expected.— Ex.

Laying hens cannot profitably be fed 
with whole oats because they have too 
large a proportion of bull and are too 
chaffy to digest well. But oat meal 
that has had its hull sifted out of It 
and has been mixed with pressed cur¬ 
dled milk makes an excellent feed for 
young ebickens. Another good way to 
feed oat meal Is to mix with water and 
bake It, breaking tbe hard pieces small 
enough so that the chicks can swallow 
them. These feeds supply all that Is 
needed to make ebickens grow thriftily, 
aU'A there will be few sickly chickens 
if oatmeal prepared In either way is 
made a part of their diet. If variety 
Is needed feed some whole wheat or 
rye. Whole grain or meal which baa 
been baked until It Is hard Is better 
than any soft food for fowls at any 
age.

The seignior is at liberty to demand 
this feudal contribution at whatever 
time may seem liest to him, with the 
frequent result that the tenant farmer 
is employed in gathering his master’s 
harvests while his own crops are rot¬
